St. Maxrice, for Monſieut Francis le Boſſes, Knight, Baron of Merry on the 
Seine, Lord of the aforeſaid Charenton, Maiſon Rowge, and other Places, 
Counſellor, and Maſter in Ordiuary of the King's Houlhold, Greeting. 

Foraſmuch as it hath been repreſented to us by our Attorney, That notwithſtandin 
thoſe profefling the pretended Reformed Religion, ought to demean themſelves wick 
that Moderation and Modeſty enjoined them by the Statutes, and to uſe no injurious 
Terms agiinft the Catholick, Apoſtolical,& Roman Religion,our Holy Father the Pope, 
and Eccleſiaſtical Perſons 3 ſeeing that by the Statutes, Declarations, and Ordinances, 
as well ancient as modern, this is forbidden them 3 and eſpecially by the King's De- 
Uaration of Fn, 17. 1561. regiſtred in Parliamentthe 6b of March theri next enſu- 
ing By which, inthe tenth Article, the Miniſters of the pretended Reformed Re- 
ligion are ſtriQtly forbidden, upon paia of Death, to uſc in their Sermons any oppro- 
brious Terms againſt the Maſs, and Ceremonies received and obſeryed in the Ca- 
tholick Church : Which is confirmed by other Declarations of the King, dated Ofob. 
24. contained in the ſecond Article z Decemb, 14. 1563, regiſtred in Pazliament, Artic; 
13. by the Edit of Nantes, Artic. 17. by ſeveral Orders in'the Council of State, of 

an, 11, 1657. Oflob. 5. 1663. Septemb. 18, & 22. 1664. and by the King's De- 
claration, Feb, 1, 166g, regiſtred in Parliament the 28th of the enſuing May; Artic. 
5, and $. By all which ic is ſtritly forbidden, as well ro the Miniſters, as others; 
profeiſing the pretended Reformed Religion, tq ule in their Sermons or Diſcourſes, 
injurious and offenſive Terms againſt the Catholick Religion, and Civil Govergn ent ; 
but to demean themſelves with that Moderation enjoyned then by the Edits, not to 
mention the Catholick Religion but with reſpe, nor irreverently to ſpeak of the 
Holy Things and Ceremonies of the Church, nor call the: Catholicks by any other 
Name than that of Catholicks. Nevertheleſs thoſe profeſſing the atoreſaid pre- 
tended Reformed Religion, in contempt of our Catholick, Apoſtolical, and 'Roman 
Church, and the Edicts of this Kingdom, do uſe in all Rencounters, opprobtious ad 
blaſphcmous Terms againſt the Church, and its moſt holy Myſteries, which are the 
Fundamentals of the Catholick and Chriſtian Faith : For as well of old, as now of 
lace, in all their Sermons and Writings, they treat the Catholick Religion as a Super- 
ſcitious Religion, the Catholicks as Idolaters, and our Holy Father the Pope, the Vicar 


of ]cfus Chriſt, and Sr. Peter's Succeſſor, with the Name of Antichriſt, which is not

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to be mentioned but with horror. And in all their Books which they publickly (4, 
( altho this is prqbibited by the Edits ) in their Contcftions of Faith, Prayers, and 
Diſcipline, ; which they call Eccleſiaſtical, all theſe Terms are contained; as 
may be ſecn by ſeveral Books wrote by them exprefly on this Subje&t. As tor mmſtance 
Calvin, in ſeveral places of his Works 3 and Lambert Danean, in a Book he wrote, 
printed at Geneva, entitled, A Treatiſe touching Antichriſt 5 wherein, after ſeveral Lics, 
and ſgandalous Ferms egainſt the Catholick Religion, he blaſphemouſly fnlinuates, 
That Antichrift is our holy Fathcr the Popez and that the Church of the Papiſts, 
which is-che Name he gives the Catholicks, is a Congregation ot ſuperſtitious and 
id. latzous Perſons. Melaniibon, in his Preface to the Book he wrote apainſt the 
Council of Trent, qualities the Pope by no other Name than that of Amichriſt ; Scat 
anten Carolus, & ſciat Antichriftus Romanus, &c, Leonardus Seireckelizs, in his Anno- 
tations on the ſame Melantibon, under the Title, De Eecclefia, &e. calls the Catholick 
Church, the Church of Antichriſt : Sis extus Antichriſti, &c. There are an intinite 
Number of other Paſſages of theſe Sectarics, wherein they diſperſe theſe Blaſphemies 
againſt the Catholick Rchigion. 

But not to proceed further, theſe things are but too common at this time amongſt 
thoſe of that atorcſaid pretended Reformed Religion, and tlicy make of them points 
of Faith : Yor a further confirmation of this; *tis but reading their Contcthon of 
Faith, Diſcipline and Prayers, which they call Ecclefiattical; and which they now uſe. 
Ia their Ditcipline, the word Idelater, which is the Name they commonly give the 
Catholicks, and that of Swperſtition, are ſeveral times mentioned therein. By their 
Confeſſion of Faith, made in an National Synod held by them at Gap the nrit of 
Ofiober 1623, is ſaid, the Article touching Anti-Chritt, ſhall be inſerted in the 
Confctlion to' be the one and thirticth, in theſe Words : And foraſmuch a the Biſhop 
of Kome bu raiſed up to himſelf a Monarchy in Chriſtendi»m, and exalted bimſe!f ſo far xs 
to call bimſelf God, and would be worſhiped, 6c. We believe and maintain, that be is 
properly the true Anti-Chrift, and Son 0 Perdition, &c. This Article was by them 
contirm'd in the Synold affembled at Rocbe!, in March and April 1607, by the Name 
of the VIlth'General Article and that it ſhould be hencctorward printcd ia the Copies 
to be put now again in the Prefs 3 but tor particular Confidezations, and bccaule of 
the Proſecutions m2de againſt them that had preached, written, or taught this 
Dodtrinez the ſaid Synod, was obliged to fupprefs this Article, but yet protclicd it 
was the certain Dodrine of their Church, and that they would uever cealc believing 
it, and in «ffe&t, theſe Terins are at this day in their Praycrs, which they call Eccles» 
fiaſtical, -which the Miniſter loudly utters every SunJay, and other Mcering-days bee 
fore bis/Sermon, in theſe Terms 3 Eſpecially we recommend unto thee, O Lord, all our 
poor Brethren diſperſed wnder the Tyranny of Anti-Chrift, &c. In the 24th Article of the 
Confcihon of their Faith, amongit other 'Words there are theſe : We believe Purgatory 
to be an Illuſion invented by Sotan, &c. Andin the 28th Article z We condemn therefore, 
the Aſſ.mblics of the Papiſts,} ih which the Sacraments are corrupted, perverted, falſifyed, if 
not wholly annihilated, ani amongſt whon all manner of Idolatries and Superſtitions find 
Entertaiument.' So that if we tompare all theſe Texts with the manner after which 
the Miaitters;and-others g the Reformed Religon, ought to ſpeak and bchave 
themlclves accorting to the Edidts and Decrees, we cannot find therein any Contors 
mity, andthat things of this/patyre, ought rq bc paſſed over in filence, and tole- 
rated, ſceing there tan'be nothing more contrary to the, Holinels of our Doctrine. and 
the reſpe# which thoſe of the faid pretended Reformed! Rel « n,ou;ht to ſhew to the 
facred Myſtery of the Catholitk, Apoſtolick, atid RotninRehigiin, And their manner 
is the more "Niawable in that” they by cHitir, Practices contradid their own Diſcipline, 
which rhey cexm Eccleſizftical; for by the 23d Article of the 14th Chapter they ſay, 
That all ontragions and 'imjurions Sprecher egainft thoſe of the Roman Church, whether 


Priefts, or ethers, fÞatÞ be rerrenched and ſuppreſſed : So that in forbidding ther to 
uſe the ſaid Terms;' and they'in ſhppreffing they, will do no mure than what theig 
Diſfeipline-requires of them.” | | 


And foraſmuch as theſe Diſorders are pradtiſed in Charenton, which is the principal 
Place of their Exercife, wherein the ſaid 'Attorney in reſpe to his Charge and Con- 
feience, ought not to fuffer them 3 but on the contrary, ſtrictly to oppoſe, and put in

Exccution the Edidts, Ordinances, Declarations of the King, and Decrees of his 
Council recommended to the diligence as well of the Clerpy as others, and eſpecially 
to him in the extent of this Bayly-wick, which has the honour fo belong more im- 
mediately to the Parliament, enjoying the fame Privilcdges of Peerdom,as the Abby of 
St. Denis in France; the Jurifdiction of the (aid Charenton, being a part of it 3 required 
conformably to the faid Edits, Declarations, ard Drcrces, Prohibitions to be made 
to thoſe proteſſing the pretended Reformed Religion, to uſe any injurious or ſcanda- 
lous Terms againit the Catholick, Apoſtolick, and Roman Religion, againft out Holy 
Father the Pope, and others in Eccletiattical Dignity 3 or to call the Catholicks by any 
other Name, than that of Catholick, under penalty of being tined 509 Livers, and 
undergo corporal l'uniſhments, that there (hall be ſuppreſſed and retrenched out of the 
Books of the aforeſaid pretended Retormitis, as well in their Confctlions of Faith, as 

Prayer acd Diſcipline, which they call Ecclefiaftical, the Words and Terms above 

mentioned in the ſaid 24 and 28 Axticles, with firi& Prohihitions to the ſaid Miniſters 

to fay hence forward in the Prayer uſed by them after Sermon 3 theſe Terms, E/pe- 

cially we recommend to thee, O Lord, all our poor Brethren, diſperſed under the Tyranny of 
Antichriſt, tunder a certain Penalty : That all Books wherein the Terms above-mentio- 

ned arc inſerted, ſha!l be ſuppreſſed, with a ltrict charge not to uſe them hencetorward 

And to the Statianers, who expoſe theſe Books tofale, within the Juriſdiction of this 

Bailywieck, to (cll or deliver them, wherein there are the faid Terms, upon penalty 

of a Fortciture and Fine of an Hundred Livres, 

We having regard to the Requelt of the faid Attorney, have firictly forbidden, and 
do now forbid thoſe protciling the pretended Retormed Religion, to utter any injuri- 
ous Texms, within the extent of this Bailywick, againſt the Catholick, Apottolical, 
and Ronan Religion, its holy Mylteries and Ceremonics, our Holy Father the Pope, 
Prelates, and others conſtituted in Ecclcbattical Digniticsz to call the Catho!icks 
Papit!isz nor to ſay, when they ſpeak or meet, The mott Holy Sacrament of the Altar, 
that tis the God of the Maſs but ſhall reſpctully behave themſelves, according to 
the Veneration due to ſuch an adorable Myftery, under penalty of paying a Fine of 
Five Hundred Livres,and undergoing exemplary Punithment : Forbidding them to'uſe 
henceforwards, within tie Jurifdiction of this Bailywick, thoſe Terms contained. in 
the 24th Article of their Co:itchon of Faith, That whatſorver Men bave invented, tou- 
ching the Interceſſion of Saints deceaſed, is a meer Trick and Fallacy of the Devil : Finally, 
we bold Purgatory to be an Illuſion delivered by tbe ſame hand; from whence likewiſe have 
proceeded the Monaſtical Vow, Pilgrimages, Probibitions to marry, Abſtinence from Fleſh, 
ſliperſfitions Obſe:vation of Days, Awricular Confeſſion, and Indulgenees, In the 28th 
Article of che {aid Confclion of Faith, Tet do we condemn the Congregations of the Papijts, 


- feeing the fare Word of God # baniſhed from among them ; in which the Sacraments are cor- 


rapted, ſophiſticated, falſified, tr wholly anhibilatcd, and by rehom all manger of Idolatry 
and Superſtition is entertained. And to the \-initters to {zy, in the Pray« read attcr 
Sermon, Efecially we recommend to thee, O Lord, all our poor Brethren, di; rnder the 
Tyranny of Antichrict : Together with the Terms of Idolaters, Idolatry, and Sder- 
ftition, contained in their aforeſaid Contethon of Faith, Diſcipline, and pretended 
Ecclclialtical Praycrs. All which Terms thall be ſuppreſſed, and retrenched trom the ſaid 
Books. For which purpoſe the Minitters and Elders of thoſe protetling the aboveſaid 
pretended Reformed Religion, ſhall in tifteen days time, (without further delay. rec- 
koning from the Day of the Date of theſe Prefents,) deliver into our Regiltry- 
Office, their Pooks of the Conteftion of their Faith, D ſcipline, and Prayers, which 
they call Ecclcſiaſtical, and which they uſe at the ſaid Charenton, for to have, in their 
preſence, or in the preſence of one depuied by them, the above-mentioned Paſſages, 
ſuppreſſed and retrenched trom the ſaid Books 3 concerning which they ſhall have a 
Certificate given them,to be read on the three next Sundays tollowing, by the Minilter, 
before Sermon,to the end thoſe of the atorclaid pretended Reformed Religion may not 
plead Ignorance 3 of which Publication the faid Miniſters and Elders thall bring a 
Certificate to our Regitiry-Ofhce, which (aid Certificate ſhall be ſubſcribed, and de- 
livercd in cight days at cr the third time of publiſhing,

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And moreover, We ſtriftly tharge « forbid all Perſons of the ſaid pretended Re- 
formed Religion, to uſe henceforward at Charenton the ſaid Books, whercin the 
faid Paſſages are contained 3 and the Stationers to expoſe them to ſale, upon penalty 
of Confiſcation, and being fined an hundred Livers, and ten Livers to any one 
that ſhall buy them, without any pn 

And this preſent Order ſhall be read, publiſhed, and fixed, as well on the Gates 
of the Temple of the ſaid pretended Reformitts, as alſo on the uſual Paſſages and 
Places, and in all other requiſite Places, to the end it may be fully known and figni- 
hed to the ſaid Miniſters and Elders of the aboveſaid Religion, as well for them, as 
others profeſſing the ſame Religion, and Stationers that fell and expoſe Boks at the 
ſaid Charenton, All which is committed to the Care and Diligence ot the ſaid Arttor- 
ney, to be put in Execution, notwithſtanding any Appeals or Oppolitions what ſo- 
ever, ſccing *tis a Matter wherein the Civil Government is concerned.
